DEATH. OF — PARRY. 


As will be read elsewhere in this 1 our Wees and beloved brother 
Caleb Parry has been called from his labors here, while his body rests for a 
short season with that of his fellow-laborer, Elder James H. Flanigan, in 
grave 152, section D., Birmingham Old Cemetery. 

Elder Parry arrived in Liverpool on the 5th of June, 1970, on 8 den to 
the British Isles, and was appointed to succeed Elder Levi W. Richards in 
the presidency of the Monmouthshire Conference, where he labored with much 
seal, diligence.and faithfulness until July, 1871, when he proceeded to Bir- 
mingham to suceeed Elder Lot Smith in the presidency of that Conference, 
and there continued his faithful labors until fatally attacked by that dread 


Gisease the small-pox. 


Much to our regret, prudent counsel and imperative duties deprived us of 
the gratification of being with him during his severe and fatal illness, also 
from being present at bis faneral ; but it is a great satisfaction and matter for 
thankfulness to be privileged to add that all that was possible was done for 
his comfort and recovery. The disease was extremely virulent from its de- 
velopment, Sept. Sth, and terminated fatally at 11.30 a.m. of the 19th inst., 
during which time he was signally comforted and sustained in his ‘severe 
sufferings by the sweet and cheering influences of the Holy Spirit, and fre- 

tly bore clear and strong testimony to the truth of — paving principles 
of the everlasting Gospel. 

From our first acquaintanee with brother Parry soon . his atrival in 
Sell Lake City, many years ago, to the day of bis death, aged 47 years, 10 
months and 26 days, we have ever found and heard of him ‘bonoring his mem- 
bership in the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, faithful in all 
duties as son, husband, father, citizen, Saint; and while we rejoice in his 
baifig'blest in closing so worthy a career with the assured hope of a resurrec-

Dear Brother President Caleb Parry’s funeral was appointed at 182 on 
Friday, Sept. 22. The hearse and mourning coach were preceded by the 
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cometery officer in uniform, and the six pall-bearers : Elder William A. Willis, 
Pres, of the Hockley Branch, and his first counselor Thomas Hooper, and 
four other brethren, and followed by a goodly number of:the Saints; in the 
mourning carriage were Elder R. J. Filce, sister Timms and her daughter 
Damaris, sister Wedge, of Dudley, who had been very kind to Pres. Parry 
during his sickness, and Elder Samuel P. Jarvis, officiating Elder. 
At the cemetery chapel the bymn, ‘* Mourn not the dead,” was sung, appro- 
priate remarks made by Elder Jarvis, and prayer offered, whert the procession 
to the grave, 152, section D., Birmingham old cemetery, which was 
dug down to Elder Flanigan’s coffin, a distance of seven feet. Now he’s 
gone, we'll not recall him” was sung, appropriate remarkse*were made by Elder 
Jarvis, prayer offered, and the Sainte took a last farewell of the remains of one 
who had gained the love and esteem of all who had made his acquaintance. 


On Sunday night, Sept. 10, 1871, President Caleb Parry felt impressed that 
he was on his death bed, and when we were all in the room he asked to be 
raised up that he might say a few words while his speech yet remained, for 
they might be the last words he would be able to utter in this probation so as 
to be distinctly understood. I took paper and pencil and wrote as he spoke 
as follows—
